potentially an alternate truck 
route to guide large trucks off of 
Main St. For others, it is viewed 
as a loss of 43.78 acres of natural 
land. The decision is still being 
made, and much of the informa- 
tion processed, however, many 
citizens are excited for the poten- 
tial that this land holds, and have 
already named it the “Junction.” 
It was presented that by 
allowing the Heber City 
“Junction” to be developed, that 
it would increase city revenues, 
meet unmet retail potential for 
the city, provide additional 
employment, reinforce Heber 
City as a major retail site, keep 
retail sales by Heber City resi- 
dents in Heber City, and lastly, 
keep the retail climate in Heber 
City current, and competitive. 

Aside from the public hearing, 
many other petitions were 
approved Thursday night, 
including: an application for the 
creation of a State sponsored 
enterprise zone, as well as the 
annexation of the 17.11 acres of 
property located at approximate- 
ly 1300 South, and 600 W, which 
is known as the Broadhead 
annexation, and could potential- 
ly be used for an alternate truck 
route as well. 

While the Council gave a final 
approval to Brian Balls, of 
Summit Engineering for the 
Daniels Gate Subdivision, the 
petition to widen Coyote Lane 
Bridge and Valley Hills Water 
Tank is still being researched and 
discussed. It was noted that this 
would be quite an expensive pro- 
ject, and that the city’s responsi- 
bility concerning cost issues 
needs to be identified before any 
further action is taken. Mayor 
Phillips stated, “ Let us do the 
research on the history of this 
annexation, and reconvene on 
this issue as soon as possible. 
There is a lot to cover, however it 
will be good to put this matter to 
rest.”

proper public forum, the opin- 
ions behind the ultimate final 
decisions made by their city offi- 
cials. Mayor Tatton said, in an 
interview with The Wave, City 
Recorder Brad Wilson is making 
note of the public comments in 
the public hearings, and also 
those submitted to the mayor 
and city council in writing 
before June 28. She said the 
city’s non-response stance was 
based on the fact that public 
comment has been accepted all 
throughout the moratorium, 
that there is potential litigation 
involved, and the need to keep 
control of the meeting. 

Is accepting and responding 
to public comment throughout 
the moratorium a good enough 
reason to withhold response 
during the only state required 
public input political mecha- 
nism? Aren’t three minute time 
limits per comment a form of 
keeping control of meetings? 

The city council opted to 
withhold a final vote until their 
June 28 business meeting. In 
order to meet the July 11th six 
month moratorium deadline, 
which falls on a Tuesday, the 
city will need to approve the 
ordinances on the 28th or hold a 
special meeting to approve 
them. 

The city council owes citi- 
zens, especially those who have 
taken time and shown interest 
in growth and development 
issues, a response to their legiti- 
mate concerns, even if the city’s 
position —doesin’t—_ultimately — 
agree with the citizens perspec- 
tives.
